Cost of Killing 

The following report in the Reader’s 
Digest reveals the increase in cost for a 
nation to slay its enemy: 

It cost about 75 cents to kill a man in 
Cexsar’s time. The price rose to about 
$3,000 per person during the Napoleonic 
wars, to $5,000 in the American Civil war, 
and then to $21,000 per man in the World 
war. Estimates for the present conflict 
indicate that it may cost the warring na- 
tions not less than $50,000 for each man 
killed. 

This is a revelation of how a cruel and 
ctazy world in which we live that will spend 
fortunes to destroy life and yet so little in 
proportion to prolong life, and only a pit- 
tance for the spreading of the gospel that 
men might live for all eternity. 
Television Bomber 

A robot bombing plane, literally a flying 
bomb with a mechanical eye for seeking 
out its target, is the proposal of Dr. Lee 
DeForest and U. A. Sanabria, Chicago 
television engineer, who believe that such 
planes, built at an approximate cost of 
$10,000 each would be a simple and prac- 
tical method of greatly increasing the ac- 
curacy of aerial bombardment. 

In flight such a plane would be steered 
and operated by radio from a control plane 
that could remain as far as ten miles away. 
The engineers envisage a single-engine air- 
plane loaded with either one large or a 
number of smaller bombs and containing 
in its fuselage a television transmitter and 
radio-command receiver. Using the inform- 
ation relayed to him from the robot plane’s 
television set, the pilot of the control plane 
would be able to steer the robot directly 
over the target or dive it into the target. 
The flying bomb would be flown from its 
take-off field by means of ground radio 
control, after which the control plane 
would take over its direction. 

On major raids it would be possible for 
the control plane to direct the operation of 
a whole fleet of robot bombers instead of a 
single plane. 

Vision of Christ 

The United Press makes the following 

report on November 7: 
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“Ten persons in the village of Firle 
(England) reported they saw a vision of 
Christ in the sky. A shepherd named Fow- 
ler who was tending his flock on the downs, 
said the vision appeared first as a white 
line which spread slowly across the sky, 
forming an image of Christ on the cross, 
attended by six angels with long white 
wings, one of whom was playing a harp. 
The vision faded after two minutes, Fowler 
said, and he rushed to the village and 
found others who had seen the same thing. 
An evacuee, Mrs. Steer and her sister, Mrs. 
Evans, said they ‘could see the nail in the 
crossed feet of Christ and one of the angels 
with arms upstretched who seemed to be 
praying.’ Seven other villagers made simi- 
lar statements.” 

Religious Training 

Children in New York City’s public 
schools are to be released from school one 
hour a week for religious instruction de- 
spite protests by the United Parents Asso- 
ciation and other groups. They will be per- 
mitted to take the last hour each Wednes- 
day for study in a religious school if their 
parents wish it. The religious instruction 
center will be of the parents’ choice. 

May we pray that it shall become a na- 
tional feature. 

Wireless Electricity 

The Pathfinder reported in the Novem- 
ber 2 issue that the Westinghouse labora- 
tories in Bloomfield, New Jersey, demon- 
strated wireless transmission of electric 
power. “Good-bye, electric wires” is in 
sight. 

Saloons vs. Church 

In most states there is a statute pro- 
hibiting the opening of a saloon within 
300 feet of a church, and frequently 
churches have had to go to court to uphold 
their rights. For the first time in history, 
however, the proprietor of a bar has pro- 
tested against the erection of a church, 
holding that it will be built within 300 
feet of his bar in Miami, Florida, and that 
while his own license will not be affected, 
the presence of the church will make it 
impossible for him to transfer his title to 
the property of another.

While 
Brother and Sister Alford were pastors a 
good sister of the assembly opened her 
heart and purse and paid off the indebted- 
ness of the parsonage; so today the church 
and parsonage stand clear of debt.

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SOVEREIGN ASSEMBLIES 

(The following article by our General Super- 
intendent, Ernest S. Williams, should be care- 
fully considered by all our District ministers.) 

There seems to be some confusion over 
the terms “dependent” and “sovereign” 
assemblies. When the General Council was 
organized in 1914, there were already in 
existence hundreds of assemblies all over 
the country which were functioning inde- 
pendently. The pastors turned to the newly 
formed General Council of the Assemblies 
of God more quickly than did the assem- 
blies over which they had oversight. As the 
World War came on, the assemblies grad- 
ually awakened to the need of being iden- 
tified officially with the General Council 
also. Application was then made for official 
recognition and the assembly, already ex- 
istent, definitely voted itself into the As- 
semblies of God fold. 

It became the practice, therefore, for the 
officers of the District and General Coun- 
cils to be present at business meetings in 
which assemblies took definite steps for 
afhliation with the General Council of the 
Assemblies of God. The rights of sover- 
eignty of the local assembly were fully rec- 
ognized even though it entered and became 
a part of the general fellowship. 

In later years, evangelists and home mis- 
sion workers, holding credentials with the 
Assemblies of God, undertook pioneer ef- 
forts for the creation of new assemblies 
and as these new assemblies emerged, they 
were treated just the same as the older in- 
dependent assemblies and each one was 
given the opportunity to decide for itself 
whether it would become affiliated or re- 
main independent. Therefore the same 
practice was followed with those assemblies 
which desired affiliation as with the older 
independent assemblies, existent before the 
General Council was organized. 

_ There was a definite fault in this prac- 
tice brought about through a misunder- 
standing. Evangelists and home mission 
workers should have made it plain from 
the very beginning that the new assembly 
slowly coming into being through their 
ministry was already under the wing of the 
District Council and a definite part of the 
Assemblies of God fellowship. The new 
assembly, however, was weak, immature, 
its members were babes in Christ, incapable 
of self-government through inexperience. 
It needed help from the District until fully 
indoctrinated, and its members showed evi- 
dence of Christian maturity which would 
warrant granting the right of full self-

government. When self-government was 
thrust upon newly formed assemblies pre- 
maturely, disastrous results followed. Nov- 
ices were chosen as deacons, who took their 
jobs too seriously and unnumbered diffi- 
culties resulted, which caused much distress 
not only to the young assembly itself, but 
to its pastor and the district officers. 

The better plan was to inform the newly 
forming assembly that it was privileged to 
have the care and oversight of the District 
Council which would advise and assist in 
other ways until it had grown of sufficient 
size and developed in experience to assume 
full responsibility of self-government. In 
other words, it would be counted as part of 
the Assemblies of God fellowship, but 
looked upon as dependent until it gave evi- 
dence of a degree of maturity. The young 
assembly thus informed will not resent the 
parental oversight of the district, but will 
welcome it and depend upon it. 

The young, newly forming assembly 
should be given as simple a form of govern- 
ment as to be practicable. There is no need 
for them to be thinking of election or re- 
jection of pastors. Let the District have the 
oversight and the pioneer worker be kept 
on the job just so long as his ministry is 
effective, subjecting himself to the advice 
and counsel of the District officers in all 
things. Let them have a membership roll. 
Appoint a secretary and a treasurer, or let 
one person handle both positions. Let the 
immature, dependent assembly find its

place on the records of the District Coun- 
cil, but there is no need of issuing any let- 
ters of affiliation or recognition of any 
kind. The assembly will never consider it 
needs such a letter unless someone puts 
the thought in their mind. 

Then when maturity begins to come, and 
the proper material is found for officers of 
the church, who can qualify according to 
the Scriptures, let the District officers come 
in and organize the assembly more fully, 
giving it an adequate constitution and by- 
laws to fit its particular needs and grant 
the right to full sovereignty in self-govern- 
ment. Then an application form for rec- 
ognition of affiliation can be filled out and 
forwarded to the General Council Execu- 
tive Office, and full recognition can be 
granted in accord with the Constitution 
and By-Laws of the General Council. 
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Dear Friends of the Fellowship: 

I should like to discuss with you the sub- 
ject of ministerial ethics. One of the most 
frequent problems 
we ate called upon to 
meet is that of the 
relationship of the 
former pastor to the 
church which he has 
left. May I quote 
from our Bylaws a 
part of Article [X? 
“All discourteous 
conduct is disapprov- 
ed, and all ministers 
are advised against interfering with pastors 
in charge of assemblies, whether it be by 
going in upon their work without consent, 
or such correspondence with members of 
the assembly as may hurt the influence of 
the leader.” It would be well to read the 
whole Article but this much is sufficient by 
way of introducing the subject of this dis- 
cussion. 

Let it be said in the first place that for 
the sake of the succeeding pastor and in 
order to make his task easier, when a min- 
ister leaves a pastorate, he ought to sever 
all relationships with that church so far as 
possible. True, he will continue to pray 
for the church and maintain what we might 
term a disinterested interest,—but so far 
as a close contact is concerned whereby any 
party spirit is encouraged or engendered 
among the people this is to be discouraged 
by all means. 

There are four ways in which we min- 
isters are apt to err unless we are very 
careful. The first is through maintaining 
a general correspondence with members of 
the church which we have left. This 
amounts to a “tie-in” with the assembly 
whether it is intended as such or not; when 
the letter is quoted to fellow-members and 
the succeeding pastor hears about it, it 
gives opportunity for the rise of question 
if not of suspicion of interference with his 
work, 

When a pastor goes into a new field he 
has plenty of problems associated with his 
becoming adjusted to the new situation

and the people; therefore, he ought not to 
be harrassed by the activities of the man 
who has just left the field, even though he 
intends no harm. The incoming pastor 
must establish new loyalties in the hearts 
of the people and this is especially difficult 
with some who feel that no one can ever 
take the place of the man who has just left. 
I well remember going into a pastorate a 
number of years ago in which my prede- 
cessor had built the work largely around his 
own personality and while he had not said 
so in so many words, nevertheless he had 
allowed the people to believe that there 
was no one like him in all the world. You 
will not be surprised when I tell you that 
during the time I was having my problems 
in becoming adjusted to the new situation 
one of the leading members came to me 
and said, “We loved our former pastor so 
much that we made up our minds that we 
were not going to like the new man no 
matter who he was.” I ask you, my friends, 
what is a minister to do in a situation like 
that? He has a job on his hands te say 
the least. Please see how the Apostle Paul 
handled a like situation as found in 1 Cor. 
3:5:7, 21. 

Break the old ties so far as writing let- 
ters is concerned which might contribute to 
friction, unrest, dissatisfaction or longing 
for the former pastor. 

In the second place there are some, who, 
having left a church and taking another 
close by, invite their former members to 
attend their services thus again dividing 
loyalties. Some have been known to go so 
far as to ask these people to leave their 
church and join the other one. This is 
nothing more nor less than just plain pros- 
elyting, a thing which God and every min- 
ister of high ethical standards hates. Re- 
cently a brother minister said to me, “I 
can’t keep people away from my meetings 
if they want to come can I?” The answer 
is No, but one can do much toward en- 
couraging these wandering sheep to be 
loyal to their own pastor and the services 
of their own church. Proselyting is unfair 
and unchristian; it is the device used by 
little men to bolster up their tottering edi- 


fice. The man who resorts to proselyting as | 
a means of building up his own work is con- | 
fessing by so doing the insecurity and un- i 
certainty of his own position. 

Next, it is generally understood andl | 
agreed among us that we discontenance an\f} 
evangelist visiting among the members off 
the flock without the pastor’s presence or’ 
at least his knowledge and consent. Thissff 
worthy principle also holds true in regard!

Such activity on) 
his part can only result in fomenting dis- 
cord and contributing to a party spiritd 
among the saints. If visiting is to be done 
by a former pastor among his former flock 
it ought to be with the full knowledge and 
consent of the present pastor; otherwise al 
man throws himself open to criticism. 

It is better by far to burn the bridges 
behind one rather than to do anything to 
make it more difficult for, or to augmentth 
the problems of, the present minister off 
God. He needs all the help he can get and, # 
if he will, the former pastor can do muchif 
to help him. | 

Finally, what shall be said of the mami 
who goes back to the former field of min-f 
istry in order that he may collect the tithessR 
of the saints? This practice stands utterly/ 
unjustified and condemned at the judg-- 
ment bar of honorable and right-thinking# 
people. The tithes do not belong to the 
former pastor on any basis of reasoning. 
They belong in the storehouse of the local 
church. Surely those who encourage the 
saints of a former pastorate either to give? 
or to send them their tithes must be smitten) 
by their own conscience. I regret to say|fp 
that I have known of instances where thes 
pastor of a church was suffering and inif 
need because some of the saints were send-/ 
ing their money to a former pastor. This: 
is utterly wrong in the sight of God andifi 
man. 

Now what is the principle which may be: 
applied to each of these matters of outt 
discussion? It is found in the words off 
Jesus: “Whatsoever ye would that meni 
should do to you, do ye even so to them.”’

HOLIDAY ACTIVITY 


The following is a suggestion for 
Christmas activity for Junior, Interme- 
diate, or Senior classes: 

“Let’s adopt a needy boy or girl for 
Christmas!” 

Our word “adopt” simply means that 
we take the child or family on our hearts 
and do all we can to make them happy. 
If you have a large class you may adopt 
a whole family. A cripple or shut-in may 
be substituted. Let the class make the 
choice of the family, preferably one that 
is outside the church and not Christian, as 
many have been won to Christ through 
just such activity. Such lessons as sacti- 
fice, the right spirit in giving, kindness, 
soul winning, etc., may be wisely taught 
through such endeavor. 

The child or family must not be made to 
feel that your kindness is in the name of 
charity but rather that you are doing it in 
the name of Jesus and because of the love 
in your heart. For this reason, then, I 
would suggest that you commence to show 
your interest sometime before Christmas. 
Here are a few suggestions as to what can 
be done: 

A class bank may be started.immediately 
for such needs as may require money. 
Older members of the church many times 
enjoy contributing to such a cause if the 
matter is presented to them. Clothes se- 
lected from the commissary to fit your 
adopted boy or girl, cleaned, mended and 
pressed, are always a welcome gift. Many 
times the youngsters themselves have 
things at home that they can contribute. 
Toys or a special toy may be selected and 
given. Decorate a Christmas tree for an 
otherwise desolate looking window. Pro- 
viding a Christmas dinner is also an inter- 
esting part of the activity. Fruit and home- 
made candies may be added. Sing some 
carols for your adopted family on Christ- 
mas morning. Last, but not least, I sug- 
gest the gift of a Bible or New Testament 
with a snapshot of the class enclosed. It 
might well bear the words, “We are pray-

Chapter 8 

It is important that we keep in mind the 
fact that the sixth seal leads us up to the 
end of the tribulation period, the very next 
thing on the divine program being the 
revelation of the Lord Jesus, the second 
stage of our Lord’s second advent, that 
stage which will be immediately followed 
by the judgment of the nations (Matt. 
25:31-46), and the setting up of the king- 
dom of the Son of man. The seventh chap- 
ter separates the sixth from the eighth, and 
we are thus led to see that the seventh seal 
is divided in a signal manner from the sixth 
Beginning with the breaking of the 
seventh seal we are taken back to the be- 
ginning of the tribulation period, and 
under the sounding of the trumpets and 
the pouring out of the vials we are taken 
over the same ground that is covered by 
the breaking of the first six seals. Thus 
we are afforded in greater detail a proph- 
ecy of what under the six seals we are 
simply afforded an epitome or summary of. 

This is also emphasized by the fact that 


seal. 


after the breaking of the seventh seal we . 


are told that “there was silence in heaven 
about the space of half an hour.” This 
silence has been called “the silence of ex- 
pectation:” It should also be regarded as 
emphasizing the separation of the seventh 
from the sixth seal. Unless we see that the 
events recorded under the seventh seal are 
not to be regarded as following the events 
recorded under the six preceding seals we 
shall find ourselves, in an attempt to prop- 
erly interpret Revelation, in the midst of 
much confusion and embarrassment. How, 
for instance, can we explain what is re- 
corded as taking place under the sixth seal 
if all the events under the seventh seal, 
including the trumpets and the vials, are to 
follow rather than precede and lead up to 
those events? Dr. W. E. Bullinger well 
says, “The sixth seal is followed by silence 
in heaven, as though to break off all conti- 
nuity, and to show us that we have to go 
back and learn how the details of the judg- 
ments of the seals are to be filled in.” 


I. THe BREAKING OF THE SEVENTH SEAL 
The Silence and the Seven Angels 


Verses 1, 2. All heaven now knows 


that the prayers of God’s elect “which cry 
day and night unto Him” (Luke 18:7) are 
about to be answered. Under the break- 
ing of the fifth seal we saw the souls of the 
martyred saints under the altar crying with 
a loud voice, “How long, O Lord, holy 
and true, dost Thou not judge and avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on the 
earth?” And they were told “that they 
should rest yet for a little season, until 
their fellow-servants also and their breth- 
ren that should be killed as they were, 
should be fulfilled.” Now their blood is 
about to be avenged on the earth dwellers. 

There are those who would have us be- 
lieve that the seven angels are to be identi- 
fied with “the seven Spirits which are before 
His throne” (1:4), the seven Spirits sym- 
bolized in chapter four by the “seven lamps 
of fire burning before the throne” (ver. 5). 
But this, in my opinion, is wrong. Those 
“seven Spirits” are to be regarded as rep- 
resenting the Holy Spirit, the third person 
of the Trinity, in His seven-fold fullness. 
These seven angels are messengers, and are 
to be regarded as the trumpet angels. “To 
them were given seven trumpets.” 

II. THe Ancet Priest: His OFFERING 

AND His Act 

Verses 3-5. Interpreters differ as to the 
identification of the angel spoken of here 
a3 “another angel.” Some argue that this 
angel is Christ; others argue that he is not 
Christ; and some say that it matters not, 
and that we cannot know. William R. 
Newell says dogmatically, “The angel is 
not Christ,” and apparently takes it for 
granted that the matter is now settled. 
Seiss believes that He is Christ, and quotes 
Primasius: “The Angel here is our Lord, 
bv whom all our prayers have access to 
God (Eph. 2:18; 3:12), and therefore the 
Apostle says, through Him we offer sacri- 
fices of praise to God continually (Heb. 
13:15; 1 Peter 2:5); and St. John says, 
He is our Advocate with the Father (1 Jno. 
2:1).” Wordsworth tells us that “this 
interpretation is sanctioned by other an- 
cient interpreters, such as Augustine and 
Pede, and by Vitringa, Bohmer, and others, 
of later date.” Robert Govett “supposes” 
that the Angel is Jesus, and we will follow 
Govett, and “suppose” that he is right. It 
is not necessary that we be dogmatic. There 
is a possibility that we shall find some day 
that we have been mistaken about a good 
many things that we have been very posi- 
tive concerning down here where “we see

God first in our life? When God calls us 


to be a preacher, a missionary or a worker 
for Him, do other “loves” come first?

We now take up in detail what is to oc- 
cur under the breaking of the seventh seal. 
This is indicated by verse six, “And the 
seven angels which had the seven trumpets 
prepared themselves to sound.” 

III. THe First Trumpet: Hart anp 

Fire MincLep WitH Bioop 

Verse 7. This will be, if our under- 
standing of Revelation is correct, the first 
divine judgment of the tribulation period, 
for we are now taking up in detail, under 
the seventh seal, what, under the six seals, 
we are simply afforded a brief summary of. 
At the very beginning of the tribulation 
period Antichrist will be manifested. The 
old Roman Empire will have been revived; 
the looked-for federation of nations will 
have been effected; the Superman, the 
great Dictator whose coming is as certain 
as is the coming of those plagues that God 
has so graphically foretold, will have been 
recognized as the supreme ruler; the Tem- 
ple in Jerusalem will have been rebuilt; the 
Jews will have been restored to their own 
land and will probably have already re- 
garded Antichrist as their long looked-for 
Messiah. The world will think that the 
golden age has dawned, and that now it 
has been demonstrated that the evolution- 
ist is right: a man fit to rule the world and 
produce prosperity having been evolved. 
Then this trumpet judgment will suddenly 
burst upon the earth. Hail and fire, min- 
gled with blood, will be seen, and the third 
part of trees will be burnt up, and all green 
grass will be burnt up. Think of what 
this will mean. I am aware that many 
interpreters tell us that these plagues are 
not to be regarded as literal plagues. But 
why not? The plagues of Egypt were 
literal plagues, and these too will be literal. 
The plagues of Egypt preceded the deliv- 
ering of God’s chosen people from bond- 
age, and these plagues will precede the de- 
liverance of those same chosen people— 
Israel—at the time of the end; and also 
the deliverance of the whole earth, for it is 


written that “the creature itself,” and by 
the creature is meant the creation (the 
Greek word is ktiseoos, and means crea- 
tion), “shall be delivered from the bond- 
age of corruption into the glorious liberty 


of the children of God” (Rom. 8:21). The 
terrible judgments of the end time may be 


regarded as the birth pangs of the new 


order which God is going to set up in the 
world. And if the question is asked, “Is 
it reasonable to suppose that God will 
usher in the new order through such ter- 
tible birth pangs as these that we read of 
in Revelation?” We might say in reply, 
“Why did God bring into the world the 
Messiah through the terrible birth throes 
of the nation of Israel of whom He was 
born, and why has He ordained that a 
child shall come into the world through 
birth pangs characterized as the keenest 
anguish the frail human body appears to be 
capable of suffering?” It is a part of the 
divine plan. These judgments will take 
place as predicted; and will precede a new 
order in which the Lord shall reign over the 
whole earth. Then the golden age will 
indeed have come.
